States, with Britain ranking in a much lower 
jeategory owing to the perfection of plans to 
assist domestic production by the erection of 
factories in Canada and Australia, The, greatest 
/mass production in the history of the American 
aireraft industry has filled orders for 1,450 
planes already and 7,700 more machines must 
be delivered in the near future, the first deliver~ 
fics to commence within a month, to the US. 
[Government and foreign cotntries. Of this total 
Britain and France will take 5,000 machines 
between them, with further orders to be filled 
as the war progresses. As the US. Government 
must also attend to its own defence needs, 
drawing on American factories for an 
jinereasing number of machines proportionate 
to the revised demands based upon the even 
tualitis of the world political and military 
situation, some indication of the colossal char- 
facter of the American alrcraft industry may be 
gained.

War on Neutrals 


‘The German war on neutral shipping pro- 
ceeds apace and is considerably angering the 
nations whose vessels are thus menaced. 
Holland which has just lost her thirteenth ship, 
is seething with indignation at this latest c» 
ample of Germany's ‘callous disr:gard of in- 
ternational law, and the rights of neutrals, 
‘Sweden has lost no less than one-twentieth of 
her total shipping tonnage, Norway has suffer- 
‘ed similar damage, and even Denmark is now 
being {creed to. consider remedial measures. 
‘The German contention that the Scandinavian 
countries should follow the <xample of the 
United States by banning their ships from the 
war area is just such a picce of cynicism as 
is to be expect:d from people who know no 
law save the necessity of attaining by hcok 

‘crook their own ends. The neutral nations thus 
being outragid are in fact having war made 
upon them just as completely as if they were 
actually engaged in hostilities with Germany, 
and the only diffcrence is that their desire for 
Reutrality prevents them from hitting back. 
The susestion in Danish political quarters 
that Denmark might have to cease sending sup- 
plies to Germany should these sinkings not 
‘cease is interesting but unlikly to be fulfilled. 
If only because of the fact that it would serve 
Germany as an excuse to commit a further 
assault upon another small neighbour. The 
‘German attitude in this war is clearly “He who 


























is not for us is against us," and it is being de- 


‘monstrated by the manner in which the smaller 
nations are being bullied by a country which 
believes only in the right of might, and nothing 
clse. 11 is quite clear that the neutrals are belng, 
taught a lesson as tc what they might expect 
should Germany secure a victory over the Allies, 
If their interests are not safe now, when the 
{issue is still in some doubt, how safe would 
they be before a Germany ‘swollen with vie- 
tory? The question has merely to be asked to 
bbe answered. The neutrals are witnessing a de- 
ree of lawlessness for which the Reich has not 
the slightest excuse, and the neutrals Involved 
fare bring penalized’ simply because they have 
the misfortune to be situated within the war 





Another German Threat 


It is to be hoped that the British Government 
will ‘seck means for allaying the indignation 
Which is felt in the United States over the 
detention of American vessels in connection 
with the blockade. The German announcement 
was that American ships would, at Jeast theoriti- 
cally, be subject to torpedoing by German sub- 
marines if they had been forced Into belligerent 
waters, and if they contained contraband, ‘The 
latter proviso means nothing whatever, and 
the statement is a plain announcement of the 
fact “that theoretically Germany claims the 
right to destroy American shipping if found in 
the belligerent’ zones. ‘The Germans have des- 
troyed other neutral shipping of smaller nations 
with that display of courage inspired by the 
snowledge that the people they thus offend are 
in no position to strike back, The Urited States 
fare otherwise placed, and at any rate for the 
moment the Reich may be expected to hold 
its hand. On the face of it there appear dimeul- 
Ues in Great Britain meeting American requiro- 
‘ments in this manner, for obviously it ia within 
ts belligerent rights to ascertain that the Allied 
Dlockade should be made as effective as pos- 
sible, and to ensure that no contraband is being 
earried to destinations trom which it may be 
sent on to Germany. It may be that with a 
further development of the navicert system the 
holding up of neutral shipping for ex 
amination "for contraband -moy bo still 
further obviated, and it is hoped that some- 
thing ‘along this line will be attempted. On 
the other hand diversion into non-belligerent 
areas does not stem possible on the score of 
fexpense and delay. Nevertheless when it comes 
to the question of assessment of responsibility, 
it has to be remembered that the present state 
fof affairs has in the main been brought about 
solely by the illegal actions of the German 
Government.

‘Achilles were gradually closing on the German 
fbatueship, with the successful result which the 
Jworld already knows a magnificent feat of 
strategy, navigational skill, gunnery and bra- 
‘Which sealed the fate of the German 



































vessel. HMS. Exeter put into Plymouth last 
week exhibiting her sears of war and the 
BBC, are to be congratulated upon their 


iterprise in broadeasting from a man who took 
part a personal version of the Aight. More 
effectively than printed words or photographs, 
the officer's narrative made the listener feel 
he was sharing in the pride of a great naval 
achievement, ‘Similarly on Sunday night, one

Japanese Message 


Answered 


Chungking, Feb. 18, 
Enquirles regarding ah announce- 
ment by the Japanese addressed to 
‘Chinese’ commanders, reveal that the 
Japanese South China Command on 
February 16 sent a message to_Chi- 
nese military leaders on the South 
‘Kwangsi front, by means of a radio 
broadeast, paying tribute to the 
bravery of Chinese soldiers but 
‘eriticizing Chinese tactics. 

‘in a statement published this morn- 
ing, Chinese military authorities ex- 
press surprise and. bewilderment at 
the Japanese message, 

"Chinese tacties," they declare, 
“may mot be elever, but they are 
the same tacties which have frus- 

trated” Japanese drives In North 
‘Hupeh, South Shansi, North Hunan, 
North icwangtung and’ South Kwangs!. 
Whatever the Japanese moy say, the 
Chinese will adhere to the tactles 
‘adopted in the past. 

“In South Kwangsi, unfortunately,” 
the “statement continues, “Japanese 
troops didnot dare to penetrate 
farther, and the speed of thelr retreat 
way unusual, ‘The Chinese, therq- 
fore, succeeded only in entrapping a 
portion of thelr forces, Otherwise, 
the Chinese plan of annihilation 
would ‘have been achieved. 

“Speiking of strategic points, how 
ean the, Japanese explain the re- 
capture by the Chinese of Kunlun- 
ewan, the famous pass, for the de- 
fence’ of which they lest one major- 
general? ‘Furthermore, Chinese tue- 
tes are not to fight for the occupa 
tion of one or two strategie ‘points, 
but for encirclement of Japanese 
forces. 

“As the Chinese supreme cont- 
mander puts It: ‘Our taetles are to 
force the Japanese to admit defeat 
without battle, No Japanese troops 
‘wilt be allowed to. return, Either 
they aro Killed in fighting, or they 
perish in siege. 

“Japanese losses in men and equip- 
‘ment in the South Kwangsi battle 
are unprecedented. It has so. far 
been established that the Chinese 
captured 336 machine-guns, 22 fleld 
guns, and 27 tanks and armoured 
cars,” A total of 1,000 cases of war 
trophies are now being shipped back 
to the rear for public display,” the 
Chinese statement coneludes.—Reuter, 


World War Said to Be 
In Progress 


London, Feb. 15. 

‘The National Liberal ‘Club yester- 
day gave a luncheon in honour of 
‘Mr, Quo Tal-ehi, Chinese Ambassador 
to Great Britain, 

In a speech, Mr. Quo referred to 
the conflicts in Europe and Chino, 

‘There was no European war and 
Asiatle war, he said. ‘Thore was a 
‘world wor, and whether here, in 
Europe, where they had hardly 
started’ fighting, or in Asa, where 
the Chinese had already drained their 
blood and their resources, It was 
the same war waged by the same 
‘opposing forces. 

So, Mr. Quo Tul-chi stated, his 
frst ‘desire was to enter a eaveat 
‘against the thinking which in effect 
would say: "Get things. settled In 
Europe, and everything else will be 
added unta it” 

‘A European settlement, however 
twas achieved. settled nothing by 
liselt. even for Europeans. 

“The Chinese coast means as much 
to you os the Baltic or the Balkans 
in every. vital interest you have, 
Mr. Quo declared, 

Referring {0 the reassertion in 
Parliament’ by Mr. R.A. Butler, 
British Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, that Great Britain intended 
to odhore firmly to the Nine Power 
Treaty, the Chinese Ambassador 
sald: "' “Every year since 1922 has 
made that trealy's provisions “more 
‘useful and more indispensable to 
international order ‘and prosperity, 
especially British and "American 
security and prosperity, as well as 
to China's welfaro,"—Reuter.

Every ship leaving here for’ Hal- 
phong is heavily Inden with goods 
fonsigned for Kunming, Kwelyang 
and Chungking, ‘This relleves the 
heavy congestion of Imporis in Hong- 
kong. Merchandise is also piling up 
in Haiphong “owing to inadequate 
transportation facilities, but the latest 
reports state that the goods gradually 
are nding their way into the interior. 
Some of the ‘commodities are heaping 
up on railway stations, und in some 
laces matsheds were constructed to 
house the cargoes.

ECONOMIC CAMOUFLAGE 
Feb, 14. 


‘With a flourish of trumpets Germany has 
announced the signing of a trade pact with 
Soviet Russia, believed to provide for the re~ 
ciprocal delivery of goods totalling Reichs~ 
‘marks 1,000,000,000, As a pact it may be worth 
Just as much as any other pact that either 
Herr Hitler or M, Stalin has signed, as a 
piece of propaganda it would seem to have 
considerably more value among the mo 
eredulous, but as a document of any real 
potentiality it Is open to the gravest doubt. 
‘There ave no less than four obstacles in the 
way of fulfilment of the German dream 
of being able to depend upon Russia to sup~ 
ply sufficient goods to offset the Allies 
economic blockade. ‘The first is purely 
political, ‘There is the reluctance which 
Russia, Soviet or not, will always fecl to 
help militaristic Germany dominate Europe. 
‘That may not prove very apparent at the 
moment, but a powerful Germany casting 
‘eyes on the undeveloped riches of Russia as 
she has done in the past, is not likely to be 
ess ambitious in the future. ‘That Russian 
reluctance may undergo the temporary 
aberrations of politicians, though it undoubt~ 
edly ranks as permanent and unchange~ 
able interest of Russian policy. ‘The second 
obstacle is financial. Ordinarily German 
purchases from Russia would have to be 
‘paid for in either gold or foreign exchange, 
falling which it would have to be in goods. 
Germany has no surplus available of the 
raw materials which Russia needs, and it 
follows that the volume of trade would be 
governed by the amount of machinery that 
‘a wat-laden German industry could provide 
for export. The diMeulty which the Ger- 
man exporters are experiencing in fulfling 
those export contracts, which are not at 
present hindered by the blockade, suggests 
that the volume of such machinery for ex- 
port would not be large. ‘The fact that the 
pact appears to provide for German develop- 
ment of Russian resources in no way 
diminishes the importance of that fuctor, for 
whether Germany docs the job, or Russia, 
the machinery necessary has to be found by 
the former, and if she is unable to fulfil 

J 








‘existing contracts, what earthly chance has 
she of undertaking and carrying out further 
commitments of a like nature? 

‘Transport forms a third obstacle. ‘There 
are three means of transport, firstly, by the 
Baltic frozen at the Russian end for a part 
of the year, and in any event its main port 
is a long distance from most sources of raw 
materials, secondly by the Black Sea-Danube 
waterway which in certain circumstances 
could be cut without any great degree of 
difficulty, and, thirdly, the railways, of which 
the most direct is across Poland. Apart from 
the difference in guages of the various rail- 
ways involved, a’ matter which is not in- 
capable of correction, though it would be a 
very long job, the fact remains that even 
if this were done neither Germany nor Rus- 
sia is possessed of sufficient rolling stock to 
‘care for the enormous trafic which this latest 
act is said to envisage. German railways 
neglected in past years are well below par, 
‘and only under great strain capable of deal- 
ing with Germany's present domestic re- 
quirements. In Russia there is practically 
the same thing, and it has been stated 
authoritatively that even if Russia could 
afford to set aside one-tenth of her rolling 
stock for the purpose of serving this new 
act, and if that one-tenth could be loaded 
‘once a month,—a most optimistic view in 
the light of the long distances involved,—the 
annual carrying capacity would be less than 
Germany's peace time imports of iron ore 
‘alone. The fourth obstacle concerns the 
quantities of raw materials available. With- 
out a doubt Russia has of recent years made 
yemarkable strides in the development of 
her natural resources, and her potential 
output is enormous, but these are no mea- 
sure of the extent to which Germany could 
make good her deficiencies in war by drawing 
upon Russia, The economic policy of the 
Soviet has been to render itself independent 
of foreign supplies as far as possible and to 
maintain a balance between the production 
of raw materials and foodstuffs and her 
domestic requirements, ‘Thus while Russia 
is one of the leading producers of such 

as grains, fats, iron ore, manganese, 
; ofl and other ‘materials, her exports 
have formed a small and declining propor- 
tion of her total production. The fact that 
Russia has been exporting only sufficient to 
provide exchange for the purchase of essen- 
tial raw materials and capital equipment 
does not mean that she would not be able 
to export more if her resources were suffl- 
ciently developed. That, however takes time, 
‘nd, in this instance, that has to be mea 
‘sured in terms of years. 


‘The position might be very different if 
Russia was very anxious actively to assist 
Germany, but that could only be done i 
mediately on a large scale if she were willing 
to reduce her own consumption of raw 
materials and foodstuffs,—in other words to 
increase Germany's war potential at the ex- 
pense of her own, Russia is scarcely pro- 
ducing enough foodstuffs for her own puz- 
Poses, and the standard of nutrition of her 
population still comparatively low. It is 
doubtful whether, at the cost of ‘such a 
sacrifice, Russia would be able to do much 
to assist Germany. There is most certainly 
no real inducement to do so, for she would 
be betraying her own interests in thus in- 
creasing the war potential of Germany, 
whose policies concerning Russia have only 
been pushed into the background for the 
moment, and which, it is confidently ex- 
pected, would be resuscitated in the unlikely 
eventuality .of Germany emerging successful 
from the struggle in which she is presently 
engaged. The fact of the matter is that 
while there has been considerable expansion 
of the production of raw materials in Russia, 
it has not kept pace with growing consump- 
tion, and much has yet to be done before 
she’ can strike a permanent and effective 
balance between the two. Much more has to 
be done to secure a surplus of production 
‘out of which alone Germany can be served, 
and then only if Germany con put up the 
cash or the barter for what she wants. It 
is clear that wartime Germany has to devote 
all her energies to the struggle she has 
originated. She has decided to serve the god 
of war and finds it difeult to serve that 
of economics at the same time, and the only 
conclusion to be drawn from’ the available 
facts is that, no matter how formidable the 
Pact for Reichsmarks 1,000,000,000 worth of 
reciprocal trade between the two countries 
may seom, it has still to be implemented. 
‘The making of this agreement is one thing 
its execution is entirely another. 





















SWEDEN PREPARES 
Feb. 15. 

‘The furious onslaught by the Soviet forces 
upon the Mannerheim Line in Finland, which 
has been in progress for the last thirteen 
days, shows at present no signs of abating, 
and despite the fact that the fighting is of 
greater intensity than anything seen during 
the Great War, according to claims of the 
Finnish high command, the Russians have 
not succeeded in making any real impres~ 
sion upon the Finnish positions. It is ex- 
pected that within the next few days the 
Soviet pressure in the Karelian Peninsula 
will increase rather than diminish, for the 
simple reason that the Soviet command is 
anxious to force a decision before the snows, 
usually expected before the end of February, 


force a tull in the fighting. It is obviously 
the desire of the Russians to force the issue 
now, for unless they do so, the Finns, who 
have been fighting continuously without ade- 
quate relief, will be able to secure a respite 
during which they can rest and better fit them- 
selves to carry on the campaign. That is the 
‘main reason why the Soviet command has 
been hurling large bodies of men against the 
Finnish positions, in an endeavour to break 
Finnish resistance at any cost. It speaks 
well for the gallant defenders of the litle 
country that, despite all the past weeks of 
stern hostilities, they continue to fight on 
with an Glan which has astonished the whole 
world. Neutral estimates of the Russian 
losses’ place the casualties at about 3,000 a 
day in the Karelian Isthmus, and if this is 
‘anywhere correct the losses ‘within the last 
thirteen days must be in the neighbourhood 
of 40,000 men, a very high price indeed to 
ay for the temporary gains which the Rus- 
sians claim in the No-man's Land before the 
main defences of the Mannerheim Line. They 
‘appear to be conducting thelr campaign with 
complete disregard of the cost in human 
life, and if it is true that they desire to 
‘obtain a vietory before consenting to coun- 
tenance German mediation, they are indeed 
paying a high price for the saving of their 
face. It has to be emphasized ‘that the 
Russians have up to the present made no 
impression whatever on the Mannerheim 
Line itself and the probabilities are that 
they will only be able to do so at an even 
greater cost to themselves. 

‘The fight around Summa on a ten-mile 
front has been described as resembling the 
gallant stand made by the French at Verdun 
during the last war, and from all the ac- 
counts to hand the description does not seem 
unwarranted. The stiff resistance put up by 
the Finns is giving time for the receipt of 
that assistance which now appears to be 
forthcoming in greater quantities than it was 
at first thought likely. For obvious reasons 
it has been impossible for the statesmen of 
countries friendly to, and anxious to help 
Finland, to give details of what they are each 
doing, but it is sufficient to note that recently 
Mir. Chamberlain announced that much more 
aid was being given than had been made 
public up to the present. Nevertheless much 
more in the way of manpower and material 
will be required before the end of the 
struggle, but if during the lull, expected 
because’ of weather conditions, it' is possible 
to rush more war material to the Finns, they, 
after their period of recuperation, should be 
able to continue to give just as excellent an 
‘account of themselves as they are giving at 
present. On the other hand it is satisfactory 
to note that Sweden is taking every precau- 
tion against the possibility of the Russians. 
seeking to invade its borders. Roughly 
speaking the line of Swedish defence runs 
from Lulea, through Boden, Gellivare, Kiruna 
up to the lake Tornea. Between that line, 
which is about fifty miles from the Finnish 
border, and the border itself there is a for~ 
‘ward terrain throughout which scores of new 
pillboxes have been erected making a zone 
comparable to the various defensive lines 
which have been constructed in other coun 
tries, while behind it a railway runs parallel 
providing an excellent means of serving it in 
the event of hostilities. It is doubtful whe- 
ther, if Finland continues for any great 
Iength of time to wreak the destruction upon 
the Russian forees which her armies are 
doing at the present time, Sweden will be 
called upon to defend herself, but if she is, 
her men may be depended to contribute not 
a little to the Russian discomfort. 

To the report that German troops may 
shortly be expected in Finland not too 
much credence should be given. Germany 
will prove reluctant to become committed on 
‘any front save the western. The Reich has 
denied that German expert assistance is, 
‘being given to Russia in connection with the 
Finnish campaign, but the denial is not, 
upon the facts, to be believed. The change 
in tacties by the Russians, and the adoption 
‘of methods which are singularly German in 
character suggests that German experts are 
now assisting the Russians, and if the Oght- 
ing around Summa is correctly described as. 
resembling that around Verdun over two 
decades ago, so also are the Russian attacks 
similar to those of the Germans against 
France's impregnable fortress. Support for 
the view that Germany is assisting the Soviet 
in this manner alleged is to be found in 
existing political and economic conditions. It 
is most definitely in the interests of the 
‘that the Russian campaign shall be 
ended as quickly as possible, for a Russia 
‘at war is unable to give even that meagre 
assistance which can only be possible in 
conditions of peace. Consequently so long 
‘as Moscow is committed to a struggle with 
‘the Finns, Russia ceases to be anything of 
fan asset to Germany, but rather more of a 
liability, and while it is denied that the 
Reich is seeking to mediate at the present, 
‘and it is alleged that nothing is likely to be 
‘done before the Soviet armies can recover 
some of their greatly damaged prestige, 
there cannot be the slightest doubt that Ger- 
‘many's own interests demand that the present 
struggle shall be brought to the earliest pos } 
sible conclusion. It does not matter much 
to the Reich exactly how peace is restored 
between the two countries, so long as Russia | 
is relieved of her present preoccupation, and 

















‘able to turn her attention to the develop- 
‘ment of those natural resources upon which 
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the Reich so patently depends. The present 
state of affairs, then, merely gocs to prove 
the discomfort of the German-Russian part- 
nership, and consequently gives some ray 
of hope that Scandinavia may yet escape the 
trouble expected. 











RUN AND SCUTTLE 
‘ Feb. 16, 

If the reports concerning the aileged de- 
parture of German vessels from various 
European and South American ports are 
correct, an attempt on a large seale to run 
the Allied blockade is being made. Ac- 
cording to the information available five 
ships have left Vigo in Spain in an 
‘attempt to reach German ports. ‘They are 
the Wangoni, 7,843 tons, the Wahehe, 4,709 
tons, the Orizaba, 4,354 tons, the Rostok, 
2,542 tons, and the Morea, 1,927 tons. From. 
Brazilian ports the Wakama, 9,800 tons, the 
Wolfsburg, 6,201 tons, Le Coruna, 7414 tons: 
jand the Koenigsberg, 6,466 tons are’ also re- 
ported to have left the ports in which they 
‘were seeking refuge, also in an attempt to 
get through the Allied blockade. ‘The total 
tonnage on the high seas, therefore, belong- 
ing to Germany is in the neighbourhood of 
87,000, and if the value of the cargo alleged 
to'be on board the Wakama is to be taken as 
a ctiterion,—and that is reported to be worth 
£280,000,—the sum total of goods said to 
be speeding towards Germany should be 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of £1,300,- 
000. The Agure is only approximate and is 
based upon the ratio of the tonnages of the 
various vessels, Nevertheless it is clear 
‘that an important attempt Js being made to 
break through the Allied blockade and get 
into Germany those materials of which she 
may not yet be in urgent need, but which itis 
expected she will be as the economic pressure 
which the Allies are now exerting becomes 
‘more potent with the passage of time. It is 
impossible to form an idea of the value of 
‘the vessels engaged in this interesting, 
attempt, but it must assuredly be a very 
substantial sum, giving rise to speculation 
as to why the Reich should run the risks 
which such an attempt us tnis must neces- 
sarily entail. ‘The policy which the Germans. 
have followed up to the present is that 
when any of thelr vessels are intercepted 
‘by Allied war craft in their attempt to reach 
German ports, they shall be immediately 
scuttled, and, while it may very well be that 
some of the ships «will succeed in passing 
through the Allied cordon, the destruction 
of a comparatively small proportion of their 
number will in itself prove a serious blow 
to the German mercantile marine which, as 
the months pass, is becoming increasingly 
weaker. 

Apart from the urgent desire for ag much 
raw material, etc as possible, Germany is 
faced with the fact that the payment of 
various dues in the ports where these ships 
have sought refuge, the maintenance of the 
vessels themselves and their crews represents 
‘a very considerable drain on the resources 
in exchange which Germany is known to 
have abroad, Most of the foreign currency. 
of which Germany is possessed abroad is 
needed for the purpose of the extensive pro- 
paganda campaign which is being conducted, 
and as German resources in this respect are 
Known not to be very great, so long as 
propaganda {s considered more important in. 
winning the war than the preservation of 
the German mercantile marine, the policy of 
endeavouring to run the blockade and of scut~ 
‘ling when in danger of capture undoubtedly. 
commends itself to the Reich. As with tho 
inglorious scuttling of the Admiral Graf 
Spee this policy has been regarded in some 
‘quarters as an indication that Germany, 
realizing that it eannot win the war, desires 
to leave as few prizes as possible for the 
reward of the victors. It is a good argument 
fas far as it goes, but the other side of the 
shield has also to be taken into considera~ 
tion. The policy of scuttle in the last war was, 
one of final desperation. It need not be in 
this instance. ‘The Reich could with every 
‘appearance of logic decide that it has very 
good chances of victory, and rather than let 
‘these ships fall into the hands of the Allies 
for their temporary benefit, it would be 
better to destroy them if necessary, always 
hoping to reimburse itself, if victorious, 
from the mercantile fleets’ of the Allies. 
By such a means the Nazi leaders might 
hope as one of the fruits of victory to make 
their country the largest ocean carrying 
nation in the world, and that especially in 
view of the studied destruction of the ship- 
ping of neutral powers for which there 
cannot be the slightest justification. 

It is a gambler's policy it must be ad- 
mitted, but there is more to it than that. 
German leaders have not hesitated to assure 
the world that victory will be theirs, but 
that if it is not, in their defeat they will 
take the rest of ‘Europe to destruction with 
them. Viewed in that light the attempt to 
get these ten German vessels home secures 
its proper perspective. Each one of these 
ships which reaches a German port repre- 
sents in the circumstances clear profit. For 
those which do not prove successful and are 

















scuttled it is hoped to obtain recompense 
‘when peace terms come to be considered, 
and if that is not possible it is hoped that 
with the destruction of all, and any shipping, 
which the German navy or air arm may be 
able to reach, the Allies may be deprived 
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‘of some of the fruits of their victory. What- 
‘ever may be the opinion of the world as to 
the legality of the methods which Germany 
pursues, there can be no gainsaying the 
fact that the game of beggar-my-neighbour 
is in wartime strategically sound, but it 
throws a strilking light upon the mentality of 
the Nazi leaders and their complete irrespon- 
sibility. They appear to be following this 
line of reasoning: “We hope to win, but if 
we don't we are determined that our enemy's 
victory shall be a fruitless one, even though 
it deprives us of the chance of ample spoils 
in the event of our own success.” The policy 
of run and scuttle; combined with the ruth 
tess warfare on “Allied and neutral ship- 
ping Js, therefore, indicative of no real faith 
regarding the possibilities of a German 
vietory, and is, at the same time, an in~ 
surance against the Allles being able to 
Secure compensation from a non-existent 
German mercantile fleet. Germany needs, 
and will need all the supplies she can pos- 

+ sibly get, will run any risie in an endeavour 
to secure them, and if the price it has to 
pay is exorbitant, it will nevertheless have to 
be pald, No belter evidence could possibly 
bbe available to prove how completely the 
Allied blockade 1s obtaining a stranglehold 
upon German economic life. ‘The price to 
secure even the slightest relaxation is ap- 
parently not too big, even if it involves the 
oss of a large portion of the balance of the 
German mercantile marine, and the Reich 
will apparently be satisfied if only a small 
proportion of these ten vessels succeed in 
running the Allied blockade, and the rest find 
a haven at the bottom of the seo. 








A WELCOME STEP 
Feb. 17. 

In another column will be found the text 
ut a modus vivendi on the subject of policing 
the Western Outside Roads Area, which, after 
considerable negotiation, has been reached 
between the Shanghai Municipal Council and 
the City Government of Greater Shanghai, 
It is an interesting and important document, 
whieh it is to be hoped will mark the com- 
mencement of the readjustment of relations 
between the two authorities, and lead ultim- 
ately to a satisfactory settlement of those 
problems which have arisen as a result of 
hostilities around Shanghai in 1937. ‘Those, 
who will undoubtedly find the terms of the 
nodus vivendi which was initlalled yesterday 
afternoon somewhat vague, should remember 
that it represents an agreement in prineiple, 
‘and that there still remain those many ques- 
tions of detail which will have to be 
arranged by further negotiation between the 
two parties. Briefly put what has been 
agreed upon is the establishment of, a mixed 
police force by the City Government of 
Greater Shanghai in which a number of 
officers, including certain principal officers 
shall be appointed by the City Government 
{rom among candidates recommended by the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council. It is under 
stood that the new agreement is in the main 
similar to ‘which was reached on the 
if-same question in 1932, but which was 
lever carried into effect, and if this is the 
cage then it may be expected that the Com- 
missioner of the new police force will be 
Chinese, but that his Deputy will be a 
foreigner recommended by the Shanghal 
‘Municipal Counell and appointed by the 
City Government, ‘There is not much to be 
found in the modus vivendi indicating exact- 
ly how the rest of the police force will be 
constituted, but it is to be assumed that 
there will’ be a general leavening of for- 
eigners throughout all ranks which should 
ensure the establishment of a body well 
adapted to administer a district where by 
veason of mixed population, and a number 
of other important factors, all round repre- 
sentation appears to be so eminently desir~ 
able, 

‘One of the most important features of 
this new agreement is the provision that 
cases involving foreign nationals shall be 
handled by the foreign officers of the pro- 
posed force, while the appointment of liaison 
vMcers between it and the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police should serve to ensure the com- 
pletest understanding, and consequently the 
highest efficiency. It'is realized that adher- 
ents of the National Government at Chung- 
king will eriticise this new step, on the score 
that it has not been negotiated with the only 
recognizéd Chinese Government. While & 
certain amount of respect must be paid to 
this contention the fact is that Shanghai has 
got to face the situation as it at present 
exists, and do its utmost to carry on with 
whatever governments have been established 
in the surrounding areas. ‘That is the only 
realistic view of the position which can prove 
acceptable as being in Shanghai's best. in- 
terests, This ‘contention is strengthened by 
the impcrtant fact that the modus vivendi 
contains stothing different from what was 
agreed upon by the parties to the 1932 
agreement, which it must be pointed out was 
negotiated by representatives of the Chinese 
Government. It matters little now who was 
responsible for the fact that that agreement 
was not implemented: the important point 
is that It represented the meeting of the 
minds of the administration of Greater 
‘Shanghai at the time, representative of the 
Government which was then at Nanking, and 
the Shanghai Munleipal Council. ‘There is, 
therefore, no betrayal of the position so far 

















‘as Chungking is concerned, but merely an 
endeavour to set going something in the 
nature of a solution to a pressing problem 
along lines already agreed upon by the former 
administration of Greater Shanghai. 

It is necessary, however, to place what has 
been achieved by the initialling of this new 
‘agreement in its proper perspective. Import 
‘ant as it is it Is only the first step to what it 
is hoped will be a final and lasting agree- 
‘ment. It may prove to have been the most 
difficult one, for now that general principles 
have been settled the working out of detail 
‘a3 to how they shall be applied should 
prove too arduous. It certainly will not 
the same amount of goodwill continues 
be shown on both sides as has been up 
the present. The sooner the scheme is 
fected and put into operation, the sooner 
will that area between Bubbling Well and 
the railway cease to be the unsavoury Alsatia 
of criminals, rogues and vagabonds which it 
is unfortunately at the moment. An effi- 
clently-directed mixed police force, such as 
is suggested, should be able to make short 
work of the characters which infest the 
“badiands” and restore the district to that 
peace and order which residents in that area 
have every right to expect. That is the very 
first benefit which it to be expected from a 
completion of the arrangements which this 
modus vivendi makes possible. There are 
others which must depend upon it. ‘There is 
the question of the full resumption of the 
Jurisdiction of the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil over the areas of the International Settle- 
ment north of Soochow Creek. ‘That is an 
end which hos to be kept in view just as 
much as the restoration of order in the 
Western outside roads area. It is realized 
that the questions involved in this matter 
resent considerably more difficulty than the 
negotiations concerning the outside roads. 
‘The latter have taken a very long time, con- 
sidering how far the modus vivendi goes 
towards final settlement of the issue. Yet it 
fs to be hoped that once the problem with 
which it deals has been completely disposed 
of, an atmosphere will have been created in 
‘which it will be possible to work speedily 
towards the restoration of the status quo 
‘ante August, 1937. It is with this hope in 
mind that the initialling yesterday of the 
‘agreement in principle regarding the outside 
roads area is to be welcomed.  Congratula- 
tions are due to the representatives of both 
bodies on the fact that despite the long de- 
lays, because of the various ditieulties which 
the ‘negotiations uncovered, they have been 
able to arrive at a solution which should do 
ample justice to the interests of both ad- 
ministrations. It is true there is much more 
to be solved than merely the problem of 
policing the outside roads, but the history of 
the past year or so clearly demonstrates that 
‘once the question of the maintenance of law 
and order has been successfully disposed of, 
the way should be cleared for an all-round 
satisfactory solution of the other issues which 
are at present hanging fire. 
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THE ALTMARK CASE 
Feb. 19. 


While doubttess much more will be heard 
of the incident off the Norwegian coast in 
which British naval vessels rescued 326 
Britons being transported to Germany in the 
enemy vessel Aitmark, which it is alleged 
was armed, considerabie satisfaction will. be 
felt over the readiness with which the Ad- 
miralty published its account of the affair, 
‘and its reasons for taking the action it did. 
Both the British and Norwegian Governments 
knew full well that the Altmark was earry- 
ing prisoners of war. A search is alleged to 
have been made by Norwegian officials at 
Bergen, which was apparently carried out 
in so superficial » manner that the presence 
of ‘over three hundred men on board 
was not discovered, and the Altmark con- 
sequently given permission to use Norwegian 
ferzitorial waters to return to Germany. 
‘That permission was obtained cither by 
fraud on the part of the captain of the Ger- 
man vessel, or the negligence of the Nor- 
wegian officials, and the Altmark armed and 
carrying prisoners of war was in fact 
breaching the neutrality of Norwegian 
territorial waters. It is claimed that this did 
not justify British action of the nature re- 
Ported, which is alleged to be a breach of 
international law. The complete disregard 
which the Reich has had for international 
Taw since the commencement of hostilities 
stops it in the eyes of all reasonable men 
from making an effective appeal to that 
code, even if the point it is sought to establish 
could possibly hold good, which of course 
it cannot. ‘The Altmark was a war vessel 
‘and was using Norwegian territorial waters 
for the purpose of carrying on war, even 
it it was only the transportation of British 
prisoners of war -back to Germany. It 
breached international law by doing what it 
was when it was overtaken, and while the 
British vessel did enter territorial waters, it 
was for the purpose of ensuring that Ger- 
many was not going to get away with another 
example of her misbehaviour. The captain 
of the Altmark obviously tricked the Nor- 
‘wegian officials, obtained permission to hug 
the Norwegian ‘coast and generally behaved. 
with that degree of duplicity, which has 





time and time again been lauded by Herr 
Hitler in his writings, and word of mouth. 


Much furore has been raised by the 
man propaganda machine of the fact 
during the struggle on board the All 
number of Germans were killed and injured, 
and it is sought to establish the case thal 
these Germans were unarmed and shot down 
in cold blood. It is a lie, and proved to be 
'so by neutral evidence. ‘The commander of 
fone of the Norwegian torpedo boats on the 
scene, visited H.MS. Cossack prior to the 
despatch of a boarding party. He refused to 
accompany the latter, but when the struggle 
commenced on board the Altmark, at once 
{left the Cossack remarking, according to an 
official statement issued by the Norwegian 
Admiralty, that he had not come on board 
‘to watch 'the fighting. The German crew 
fought as it had every right to do if. the 
captain was so ill-advised as to order it, 
and were quelled by appropriate action by 
the British boarding party. Upon these facts 
‘the German government puts up the usual 
bleat about piracy, a subject upon which it 
fs best qualified to dilate. ‘There can be no 
mistake about the attitude of the British 
Government with regard to this matter. In 
an official statement issued on Saturday night 
the Government states explicitly that the 
British vessels acted upon orders and with 
the full approval of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. Full responsibility has been publicly 
‘accepted and that because of the strength of 
the British case in the matter. It must be 
obvious that, if a neutral country fails in 
its duty: to a belligerent, the latter is fully 
ontitled to take whatever steps it considers 
necessary for the full protection of its rights. 
‘The Altmark having assisted in the deprada- 
tions of the Admiral Graf Spee, was actually 
taking spolls of war, in the shape of prisoners. 
back to Germany. "Armed, and it is stated 
that she was, or unarmed, she was an 
auxiliary of the German fleet, and as such, 
tunable legally to use the territorial waters: 
of a neutral power. 

The case has certain parallels with that 
of the famous vessel, the City of Flint. This 
vessel flying the United States flag, was cap- 
tured by the German fleet, and a prize crew 
put on board for the purpose of taking her 
to a German port. The presence of that 
prize crew on board, duly enlisted men of 
the German Navy, transformed that neutral 
unarmed vessel, for the time being into a 
naval craft. It could not possibly be other- 
wise. Putting into Norwegian ports, the 
prize crew was promplly interned, and the 
vessel restored to its captain and crew. That 
‘was. the only possible solution which should 
have been employed in the case of the 
Altmark. ‘The veséel should have been in- 
terned, and possibly both. the German crew 
and the British prisoners treated in the same 
way. If that had been done there could have 
been no complaint whatever. It was not, 
and the British Government very rightly 
decided to take firm action to protect its 
rights. It is quite obvious that the German 
Navy cannot be allowed to make use of the 
sanctity of Norwegian territorial waters for 
the purpose of obtaining unhampered access 
to the outside world, and if the Norwegian 
Government will not, or cannot stop it the 
Allies will have to. It is in that light which 
the Norwegian protest to Great Britain and 
the demand for the surrender of the prisoners 
which have been released will have to be 
regarded. There can be no question of re- 
turning the liberated men to Norway, whence 
itis to be supposed they would in turn be sont 
to Germany. The .conditions under which 
the men lived in the Altmark are sufficiently 
made clear by stories of the men them- 
selves on their arrival in England. A United 
Press despatch, neutral be it remembered, 
speaks of the men having been released from 
a “living death,” of their having been freed 
{vom suffering and mental agony during fro 
two to four months aboard the “hell ship. 
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‘These are not the findings of British nows~ 
Papermen, but of neutrals. ‘The men were 
in such a condition that 25 ambulances and 
20 buses converted into ambulances were 
necessary to take them to hospital, weak and 
emaciated, 326 men living witnesses to the 
chivalry with which the Germans treat thelr 
prisoners of war. The case of the Altmark 
is one of the most encouraging things which 
has happened since Germany plunged Europe 
into war. It demonstrates a firmness and 
determination on the part of the British 
Government to protect its rights no matter 
in what manner they are threatened, and to 
permit no German chicanery to thwart it 
of its purpose. 








GERMAN RESENTMENT 
Feb. 20. 

‘The wave of indignation which is reported 
to be sweeping over Germany as a result of 
the rescue of Britons, imprisoned on board 
the German vessel Altmark, is just another 
‘example of the excellent team work between 
the Ministry of Propaganda and the thorough- 
ly docile German press. For the most part 
it is inspired by disappointment that Ger- 
many, despite the lying and deceit of the 
captain of the vessel, was unable to boast 
that the Altmark had successfully run the 
Allied blockade, for that undoubtedly would 
have been claimed had that vessel reached 
port. It is apparent that had the Altmark 
refrained from entering Norway's territorial 
‘waters she would have been picked up by 
the British Navy. It was to escape that that 








she entered Norwegian waters, submitted to 
‘a perfunctory search at Bergen where her 
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Captain denied that he had any prisoners on 
board, and sought to slip down tho coast in 
fan endeavour to reach her home port. Had 
the ruse proved successful there ‘cannot be 
the slightest doubt that the Reich would have 
claimed it as one of the major successes 
achieved by the German navy, which badly 
Wants a success to bolster up its rapidly 
diminishing credit. But it did not come off, 
‘The British Admiralty acted with a realistic 
promptness which completely folled the Ger= 
‘mans, and effected the rescue of men, who 
{or months in some cases have been forced 
‘to live in altogether intolerable conditions. 
‘The fact that a time bomb. was found. in 
position adds considerable point to the story 
‘of the ruthless callousness with which the 
Germans treated these prisoners of war, for 
itis quite clear that they contemplated. the 
wholesale’ murder of these men had the 
British commanders on the spot not acted 
with that celerity which eompletely thwarted 
the ‘Germans. ‘Those British seamen were 
saved from further suffering at the hands of 
‘their enemies and possibly death in a ship, 
which would have been sunk had the British 
Navy not acted with the prompiness it did. 
If some mere quibble as to the legality of 
the proceedings had resulted in the deaths 
of these men, it would have been a lasting 
shame to the British Government and the 
Navy. 

‘Those are the cold facts of the case. ‘The 
treatment meted out to these British seamen 
is all of a piece with the utter disregard by 
the Germans of the ordinary canons of de- 
ceney in war which they have shown ever 
since the war started. Is it any” wonder, 
therefore, that considerable indignation should 
have been expressed in Britain over. the 
Christmas’ holidays concerning those  mls~ 
qulded persons who actually sent parcels of 
{00d things to the German prisoners of war 
field in Britain? The sooner the British 
masses remember things which happened in 
the last war, and realize that the German 
has changed not one whit, the quicker will 
they realize the type of foe they are again 
fighting. It is believed in some quarters that 
the Reich wilt take advantage of this in- 
ccdent as an excuse for developing some new 
form of devilishness, That need not prove 
surprising, It has already abandoned. any 
pretence of fighting this. war in accordance 
with well established and generally accepted 
principles of behaviour, and if Germany has 
indeed some new forms of frightfulness they 
will in due time be launched whether “an 
excuse is available or not. The ease of the 
AAltmark’ provides no such a_ thing, though 
it ‘will sorve s0 fat as the German masses 
fare’ concerned sa. lustifeation for any 
‘ther form of hideousness the Reich may 
be preparing to perpetrate. The position of 
Norway in the matter is aggravated by the 
fact that the Relch Is holding the big stick. 
over her, but that does not affect the signi 
fieance of the very pointed questions which 
it is reported, Lord Halifax put to the Nor 
wegian Minister on Sunday. The reason why 
it was considered necessary to provide the 
Altmark with a naval escort, if the Norwegian 
authorities were absolutely ‘convinced of the 
innocuousness of the vessel, will be awaited 
with very considerable interest, for the im- 
‘pression ‘which prevails at the present time 
is that it was provided under German pres- 
sure, in ofder to obtain for the Releh sore 
Sort’ of “picturesque success of which it 
stands in such great need at the present, 

‘The British view that Norway failed in its 
duty’as a neutral seems to be the only proper 
‘manner of regarding the eas, but until it 
is known exactly what pressure was brought 
to bear upon hes, it would be as well to 
leave the matter where it stands and re= 
serve judgment. The lot of the small 
neutrals neighbouring Germany has never 
been particularly comfortable, for the menace 
of armed might is continually at their doors, 
‘The neutrality which Germany wants. of 
them is no neutrality at all but a definite 
siding with Germany ayoinst the Allies.” Tt 
has to be said for them in all justice that 
they have inthe main done their utmost 
{o- preserve "an equal” balance, and that 
lapses from propriety have been neither 
numerous mor’ setious, This present incid- 
ent involves no issue which eannot be settled 
amicably, for Whitehall. fully understands 
the diffcutt situation in which such neutrals 
as Norway are placed, and will undoubtedly 
make allowances accordingly. But there ean 
be mo question of handing” these released 
prisoners over to Norway, lest they ultimate 
ly fall into the hands of the Reich, which 
hhas proved itselt completely unfitted to have 
the custody of such men who were kept in 
the ‘Altmarke in conditions altogether ‘con 
trary to the rules of watfare, and who could 
expect nothing better were ‘they eventual! 
fodged in Germany. For the test the sunt 
ming up of the case by the Belgion news- 
paper “Libre Belgique” scems appropriate. 
Te Norway had taken the proper precautions 
she would have been in a position to protest 
to both London and Berlin, and still be com- 
pletely’ neutral. ‘That she’ failed to do. so 
uts her out of court. from the “point of 
view of equity. The indignation expressed 
in Germany will deceive no one outside its 
orders, for 08 the Belgian Journal so rightly 
remarks, “There is nothing in common be- 
tween the action of a British destroyer 
attacking’ in. neutral waters a German shin 
flandestinely carrying prisoners of war, and 
the torpedoing of the Burgendijk, a Nether-

High Living Costs 

Readers have aired very oxhaustively their 
views regarding the unprecedented inerease in 
the cost of living within the last month and, 
particularly since the China New Year. A 
variely of reasons has been offered to explain 
the extreme upward tendency in prices. ‘These 
have ranged from the quotation of the econo- 
mic rule of supply and demand at a time of 
the year, when spending by China's millions Is 
mreater than at other periods, to bald accusa- 
tions of profiteering by dealers controlling the 
foodstuffs and commodities of the population 
of Shanghai, Exchange, of course, has a lot to 
do with this extraordinary situation but there 
still remains to be found a logical explanation. 
‘Take, for instance, the price of coal which is 
somewhere about $200 a ton and is likely to go 
higher, Japan has been a large purchaser 
throughout the For East owing to the drought 
‘and “consequent reduction of hydro-electric 
power rosoureos, and froights are unusually 
hhigh in consequence of this factor and the 
European war but even at $200, or approxi 
mately £4-a. ton, with the possibility of in- 
creasing to the equivalent of £6 a ton, coal 
prices compare unfavourably with Europe 
where war necessities have transformed market 
conditions but nothing similar to. the extent 
reflected by such a price in Shanghal. A com- 
parison of local market prices in February last 
year and February this year would make one 
believe that all sense of proportion has vanished 
in this part of the world. Last February coal was 
$50. ton, rice $18 a picul and meat was well 
below a doller per pound. The householder needs 
no reminding ‘of the present scale of prices 
Which show daily increases and will refuse to 
‘subseribe to the argument that the higher cost of 
production warrants the disproportionate in- 
ereace in prices. Some of the most ordinary 
Kitchen items show amazing changes. One sim- 
ple example sufices, Bamboo shoots, from 
China's traditional tree, sold at 25 cents a 
pound last February and are now nearly 0 











Case Made Worse 


Two suggestions have been put forward for 
Jacaling with the case of the rescue of British 
prisoners from the German war vessel Altmarit, 
Jone, that the whole question shall be submitted 
to the League of Nations, and the second, that 
Ja committee of experts under President Hoose- 
jvelt should arbitrate in the matter. Norway 
is fully entitled to submit the matter to the 
League and will not be criticised it she does s0, 
though it woull be something of an irony for the 
League to be called upon to decide a question 
under that very international law whieh Germany 
bas consistently violated since she embarked 
jupon this war.

If Norway is thus going 
to permit her waters to be used by one belli- 
Jgerent' she cannot in all fairness deny 
similar use to the others, and to do so would 
fbe u breach of that neutrality in the observation 
lof which Norway has displayed a very apparent 
passivity. Tt Is a fallacy that only belligerents 
lowe duty to neutrals. They in their turn have 
fequal responsibilities to the former which have 
to be fully borne, and if neutrals cannot main- 
tain their neutrality in an efficient manner they 
leannot expect much sympathy if belligerents 
Hind themselves forced to take into their own 
Ihands the defence of their very obvious rights.

it is apparent that the Reich desires the ear= 
liest “possible termination of Russo-Finnish 
hostilities at no matier what the cost, and {rom 
this It Is to be deduced with justice that the 
view that Russia at war is useless to Germany 
is the correct one, Under the League of Nations’ 
rules Scandinavian countries would be obligedt 
to permit the transit of forces going to tho 
assistance of another member of the League 
the subject of aggression, and it remains {0 be 
seen whether under ‘the enormous pres- 
sure which Is belng exercised they would 
refuse that form of assistance, That “Ger 
many may be confidently expected to 
apply it may be taken for granted, ‘The 
fate of Finland is as nothing to the Reich 
compared with the necessity of relieving the 
Soviet of its present preoccupation, and turning 
is attention ‘to the task of producing those 
supplies without which Germany cannot. pos- 
sibly hope to ward off the stranglehold of the 
[Allied blockade, But even then Russia has little 
to offer Germany at the moment, will not have 
for a long ime to come, may not have for a 
larger number of years than can possibly prove 
acceptable to the Reich. It Is, therefore, with 
the desire to secure as early a termination of 
hostilities in Finland, that Germany is doing its 
futmost to help Russia secure a victory.

Fairly Quiet

iangtan, Hu, Jan, 20. 
No raids of any consequence have 
been reported in Hunan, since the 
serious bombing of airfields in the 
three cities of Hengyang, Chenhsicn 
‘and Shaoyang, when it is reported 
that several Chinese planes were hit. 
Five Chinese seroplanes arrived late 
fone evening in Chenhsien and the 
next morning a squad of enemy 
planes bombed the fleld and got two 
planes which because of lack of 
gasoline or need of repairs did not 
get away. Three got away before 
the planes arrived. In Shaoyang the 
airfield was severely bombed and 
some new planes were destroyed. 

‘The motor road between Slangtan 
‘and Hengsan which was destroyed at 
the time of the enemy campaign 
against Changsha, has been complete 
ly. repaired. This road is very 
‘essential at prosent because of the 
low water in the river and the dif- 
ficulty of getting passengers and 
freight to Lo Keo, terminus of the 
Hankow railway. ‘Transport of coal 
‘and other commodities coming down 
river is dificult and expensive, for 
‘only the smallest Chineso craft can 
past the rapids because of low water. 
Coal went up to $2 for one picul and 
was hard fo get at any price. The 
‘motor road will not help that traffic 
‘but passengers and soldiers will find 
it more convenient to travel, now 
that the road is open. 

‘Rice has. advanced in price to. 
almost double its autumn prices in a 
few weeks time, There has been 
some effort to stablize prices, but 
without much result so. far.” The 
farmers are holding out for higher 
prices and so rice is not coming in 
in great quantities. ‘Ten thousand. 
ieuls were sent recently to Kwangs!, 
‘and that helps to keep prices up. 

Salt Monopoly 

Salt ts government controlled, and 
there is a great deal of suffering in 
‘country places because of the injustice 
fof the manner of distribution. People 
‘must register and a few ounces only 
is permite for each member of a 
family, but when it gets {0 the coun 
try, i€ Is often wet, adulterated and 
uncatable, Favouritism and profitecr- 
ing exist. ‘There’ seems to be sul- 
ficient sait if it could only be pro- 
perly distributed. Country people 
come to the city trying to get salt but 
go away disappointed, Many places 
fre £0 remote that none is obtainable. 
Five county officials are being 
‘changed, and one wonders whether 
the salt’ scandal is not at least par 
tially the cause. 

Travel between here and Changsha 
Ix slow and tedious, for only the 
smallest launches, " often pulling 
several small Chinese boats, ean pass: 
the rapids, and it takes all day to 
make the trip. 

‘The Hunan-Hweichow Railway staf 
is moving out this week to other 
fields of labour. ‘Their furniture has 
‘been stored and one man is being 
left to look after it, Siangtan has| 
become a forwarding centre for ex- 
port materials, and the China Trust 
Co.. has opened offcies in the city. 

The railway to Siangsiang and the 
motor road as well are torn up. ‘Thi 
motor road was the first piece of road 
built and an American engineer wax 
in charge. Tt has been a model for 
Hunan roads, and it seems a. pity 
that it should have had to be des- 
troyed. Chair-bearers are reaping 
harvest again for they charge §2 for 
fone day’ with extra for rice on the 
way. The covered wheel barrow has 
come Into use on some country roads. 
It is slower than the sedan chair but 
{takes only one man to push it, but 30 
many country roads are out of repair 
that this sort of locomotion leaves 
much to be desired, 


Shops Closed During the Day 

Siangtan is crowded with people 
again. No alarms for a few days so 
people ereep back, but the “nine to 
four" for closed ‘shops and streets 
clear still holds. Most of the schools 
fare closed and students are moving 
bbaek for winter vacation. The primary 
schools have had difeulty in carry- 
ing on because most of them were 
located on the streets, and could not 
continue there, and’ also because 
‘many families “have moved to. the 
country. ‘The Presbyterian Guild 
‘School has had almost an uninter- 
rupted term of work except for 
‘week or two at the end of Septembe:

Huge Tachienlu 
Landmark Burns 


‘Tachientu, Jan, 24. 

‘A. disastrous fire took’ place out- 
side the south gate last night. About 
8 pm. the Summer Palace of the 
King of Jala, Sehdoh, was a blazing 
mass ; and in’ three hours time some~ 
‘thing’ Ike $600,000 had gone up in 
flames. How the fire started remains 
a mystery, but one story has it that 
some nomads sat round a fire drink- 
ing yak butter tea, and what hap- 
pened after that no one knows tilt 
the flames ‘and smoke were pouring 
‘out of the burning building. 

‘The flames spread very ropidly and 
in a short time tho fire spread to 
surrounding buildings, including a 
Tamasery, recently built, In the 
Jamasery’ was one of the most valu- 
able editions of the Ganjur, the 
Tamas’ bible, along the Tibetan fron- 
tier. ‘The “Ganjur consists of 108. 
volumes and it takes 20 to 30 yak to 
move the bible from one place to 
another, In a lama procession 108. 
lamas carry a volume each, 108 being 
the number of the beads in the Jamas 
rosary. 

‘This copy of the Ganjur was print- 
ed in gold tetters and was formerly 
housed in the King of Jala’s palace 
in the elty. When the palace burned 
in 1912 apparently the Ganjur was 
rescued from the fames and was 
‘moved up to the Summer Palace out- 
side the south gate, Here it lay in 
safety for 28 years and a new lami 
sery Was built to house this enormous 
‘Tibetan bible,” Various authorities 
ive different prices as the value of 
this mass of Tibetan Iterature and 
fone authority valued it at 30,000 
rupees, but probably it would be 
mich more now that the price of 
old has risen considerably. A. copy. 
of the Ganjur printed in gold would 
now be valued at 200,000 silver 
rupees, 








Eltborate alto 

‘This copy, belonging as it did to 
the former ‘King of Jala, was quite 
fan elaborate edition, and was more 
fan ornament and Work of art than. 
{& book of religion. ‘Each volume was 
artistically wrapped up in yellow 
sil and oceupled a prominent place 
In the lamaserles of the different 
sects “throughout Lamaland. What 
religious place It occupied formerly 
may not be known but today it is 
largely a closed book and venerated 
‘and worshipped by the ignorant and 
‘superstitious and dark robed lamas 
all over the root of the world. 

‘There is a well Known lama in 
‘Tochlentu named the Gotsar Inearna 
tion’ who makes an’ attempt every 
year to read chapters of the Ganjur. 
‘The date is made public and lamas 
and drabas from all over Kham come 
hore to hear him read the sacred 
books. Gotsar makes no effort to 
explain the Tibetan bible nor does 
ho seek in any way to accommodate 
‘his reading to the ignorant oF sup 
stitlous, He reads it against time 
‘and simply races through the pages. 
Tis known that less than one in 
‘every 100 lamas or drabas either can 
rend or understand this mass. of 
Mterature - 

‘The Ganjur deals with every known 

wbject and during hundreds of 
years it has sulfered severery at the 
hands of | interpolaters. Nyawang 
Jamtso, a dissolute Dalai Lama, mani- 
ulated the text to sult’ his own 
Durpose; another Tibetan scholar is 
now a fugitive trom Lamaland for 
having Injecied his own thoughts 
into this religious work. ‘The Ganjur 
is divided into three parts and covers 
such subjects as astronomy, astrology, 
physies, medicine, ethics, religion, 
mathemiaties and prophcey. It is 
‘written in elassieat Tibetan so is open 
only to classical scholars. So far-no 
attempt has been made to put this 
‘mass of Iterature into the common 
Tanguage of the people and probably 
such an uttempt would be met with 
bitter opposition, 

Other Valuable Articles 

Sehdoh, where this book was 
stored, also housed a large number of 
other ‘valuable things, ‘The fear of 
aireralds influenced the King’s son, 
‘Aja Puntso, to move his valuables to 
‘the Summer Palaco and this was done 
‘more than one year ago. There were 
‘other valuable ‘books and. precious 
relies belonging to the old King of 
Sala and these apparently all went 
up In flames. Chinese. Ambassadors 
fon, their way from the Court at 
Peking to Lhasa usually spent some 
months: in Dardzendo (the Tibetan 
ame of ‘Taehienlu) and while 
here, wore frequently guests of the 
King of Jala. In the course of years 
the king accumulated some valuable 
presents and ‘some of. these which 
escaped the burning of the King’s 
Palace in 1012 were stored in the 
Summer Palace. Some | were very 
valuable and some priceless.

Talks on Outside 
Roads Reviewed 


Shanghai, Feb. 17, 

For over seventy years negotiations 
fave been from time to time car 
fon between the Municipal Council, 
the Consular body, and various 
Chinese authorities on the subject of 
Outside Roads. but as Mr, Justice 
Feetham said in his report, “political 

nd party influences have aggravated 
the dimiculties inherent in the situa- 
tion and complicated the task of 
those representatives of both au 
thorities ‘who have recognized the 
desirability of arriving at some rea 
sonable modus vivendi.” 

‘The agreement which has now 
been achieved is the result of an 
entirely fresh approach to the ques 
tion between the Council and Mayor 
Fu Siao-en, and shows a. liberality 
‘of mind and a determination, whilst 

aintaining Chinese sovereign rights, 

not to allow the interest of Shanghai 
fo be sacrificed to any extraneous 
political issues, says a statement is 
sued last night from the mayor's 
omtce. 
‘The original development of roads 
outside the limited area of the Settle- 
ment in its early days arose out of 
the construction of military roads 
uring the rebellions of 1853 to 1802, 
when Markham and Gordon Roads 
were built and the beginnings were 
made of Bubbling Well Road and 
other roads in Yangtczepoo and. in 
the direction of Woosung. ‘The Land 
Regulations of those days restricted 
the rights of the Council to the Set- 
tlement area, and owing to military 
exigencies there was no. general at- 
tempt by the Municipal Council to 
exercise administrative control over 
the newly constructed roads, 




















Hones of Contention 


With the advent of more peaceful 
times the Council gradually extended 
is activities to the acquisition of 
‘more roads and became involved with 
the Chinese authorities who opposed 
‘any further encroachments on Chi- 
nese soil beyond what had been per- 
mitted by treaty or agreement. Chi- 
nese owners of the land complained 
that they were not being properly 
reimbursed for the loss of the land, 
and the question of dual taxation and 
the upkeep of the roads also became 
a bone of contention which had to 
be taken up by the Consular Body 
and the foreign’ miristers at Peking. 
‘and the Chinese Government as carly 
as 1873. 

‘The extension of the Council's 
activities in the direction of aMark- 
ham Road and Jessfleld Road gave 
rise to further negotiations in 1877 
when the Council through the Con- 
sular Body expressed their desire to 
limit their activities to the aequisi- 
tion of land for use solely as roads, 
Jand the Tao Tai was ordered by the 
Viceroy to represent to the Consular 
body ‘that the Chinese authorities 
would be placed in a. very serious 
dificulty by any attempt to force tho 
leasing of land in Chinese territory 
beyond the limits of the British, 
French and American treaties.

Policing Disputes Arive 


It was during this period that the 
dispute a3 to the policing of the Out- 
side Roads first arose, owing to the 
dimculties arising consequent upon 
the unsettled political relations be- 
tween certain European countries 
‘and China, and the desire of some 
fof the residents on the Outside 
Roads to obtain foreign protection for 
which they were willing to contel- 
bute on a voluntary basis 

‘The decision of the Council to 
furnish a foree for policing Bubbling 
Well Road, Carter ‘Road and other 
extension ‘roads led to continuous 
conflicts between the foreign authori 
ties and the local Chinese admin- 
istration, which resulted in a com- 
plete deadlock. 

‘The voluntary contributions from 
residents not being suMlciont for the 
Council's ‘purposes, the —Counelt's 
attempt to collect rates on Outside 
Roads led to a further aggravation of 
the problem 

Further aggravations were caused in 
the next decade by the necessity of 
Providing public utilities primarily for 
the foreigners resident on the Outside 
Roads and the necessity for toxation 
for the maintenance of such utilities 

‘The Council's activities outside the 
Settlement led to an attempt to 
lexercise its administrative control over 
the roads and to a definite conflict 
between the Chinese authorities re- 
presented by the Tao Tai on the one 
hand, and the Council and the Con- 
‘sular Body on the other. 

‘The Settlement had already been 
enlarged to its present limits in 1000, 
fand the Chinese authorities objected 
to any further extension through the 
extension of Outside Roads’ activities. 
The attempt of the Council to police 
Outside Roads led to a denial by the 
Tao Tai of any jurisdiction on the 
part of the Mixed Court in the Settle- 
ment beyond the Settlement limits, 

‘These conflicts grew in intensity in 
proportion to the activities of the 
Council on the one side and the 
development of local government by 
the Chinese authorities on the other, 

In 1924 and 1925 the successive 
the attention of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment and local authorities provided 
Kiangsu-Chekiang wars which diverted 
fan opportunity “for the Council to 
extend its system of Outside Roads 
in the west between the limits of the 
Settlement and. Monument Road, 

‘The Chinese authorities were help- 
less to form any organized opposi- 
tion until the establishment of a local 
government under Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang and Dr. V. K. Ting in 
1926, when negotiations were com- 
menced between the Counell, the 
Senior O6nsul and H. B. M. Consul- 
|General, the Commissioner for Foreign 
‘Affairs ‘and Dr. V, K. Ting 

‘The Chinese oficial attitude on the 
subject of Extra Settlement Roads was 
Indicated in a speech delivered by 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang in Shanghai 
on May 5, 1926, which is quoted in. 
the report of Mr. Justice Feetham: 

“In recent years the population 
within the Settlement has been con- 
slantly increasing. ‘The foreigners 
have, therefore, demanded the exten- 
sion ‘of the Settlement, From thelr 
point of view this seems to be a rea- 
sonable demand, but during the last 




















20 years the national consciousness of 
the Chinese has been rapidly growing. 
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so they have never obtained the con- 
sent of the Chinese for the proposed 
extensions. T may. say frankly. that 
they will never obtain such consent 
in the future, ‘The Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council has, however, ‘taken 
[measures to solve the problem in thelr 
‘own way, namely, by the making of 
‘extracconcessional’ roads, “You are

Local Government Established 

‘The negotiations then commenced 
were frustrated by the advent of the 
Nationalist Government and the 
formation of a new local government 
in 1027 under a mayor holding his 
authority from the Nanking Govern- 
‘ment. ‘The establishment of the Chin- 
lese Municipality brought into existence 
‘2 single Chinese Municipal authority 
for Shanghal, which claimed to ad- 
minister the External Roads Area, 
together with the adjoining districts 
a part of its own territory, 

‘To quote further from the Feetham 
report: 

“The existence of the Council's 
roads, and the Council's administrative 
‘eetivities on the external roads and in 
the areas immediately adjoining, con- 
stituted an obstacle to the exercise 
fof its authority by the new 
Chinese Municipal Government in 
the ‘region concerned and appears 
to have been regarded as involving 
2 standing challenge to its rights. AS 
the Chinese Munieipal Government 
‘extended the scope of its activities, 
Gimculties ensued owing to the two 
authorities functioning side by side in 
the same areas.

Before the Sino-Japanese war 
started in the summer of 1997, local 
coal merchants were selling” thelr 
commodity for $16 a ton and were 
making more money! out of the coal 
‘business than they are today. This 
may sound preposiorous to irate con- 
sumers who are faced with the alter- 
native of forking out the high price 
demanded for coal today or hibernat- 
ing for the winter, but It is true, Tn 
fact some local dealers arc. consider 
ing deserting the coal trade for the 
comparatively more secure and 
Iuerative ‘business of selling lawn 
mowers to the Eskimos. 

‘Most of the coal consumed in Shang- 
hal today is Calcutla oa. This coal, 
‘on the docks at Calcutta, costs. im- 
porters about $36.50 a ton, yet when 
{Lis landed in Shanghai It has reached 
the amazing’ price of $212 a ton, not 
including the dealer's profit. "The 
answer Is obvious; the high cost of 
frelghting the coal from= India to 
‘Shanghal ts responsible for the terrific 
price demanded here, Ironically en 
ough China ts capable of producing 
enough coal to Oil the demands of 
practically the entire Far East, but 
What lttie coal is being produced in 
this country now Is practically. com- 
pletely monopolized by the Japanese. 





Drought 1 Japan 

‘The continuous drought in Japan 
which has paralyzed the Japanese 
hydro-electric aystem has created an 
enormous demand for fuel to operate 
the power plants. Japanese mines, 
producing only a littie ever 40,000,000 
tons of coal cach year, cannot mect 
this demand and “consequently the 
euuntry is foreed to import coal. 
Practically all the coal mined in the 
Jnpanese oceupied areas. in China is 
shipped direct to Japon, with a limited 
‘quantity. being shipped. to Shanghai 
by the Kailan Mining Administration. 
‘This coal has been rationed out most 
fairly among the old customers of the 
IMA, and at a reasonable price, 

‘Even the coal which Japan obtains 
from China cannot fulfil the country's 
needs, however, and she Is also forced 
to turn to Indian markets for the {uel 
‘Most of the mines whieh are in Japan. 
e60 controlled territory in China have 
been destroyed, railways which 
formerly carried tho mineral from the 
mines to the coast have been torn 
up, and what ttle coal ean be mined 
after makeshift repairs oes to feed 
the rallway engines of the Japanese 
nillitary trains. ‘Ironically " enough, 
Japan ‘was able’ to Import more coal 
from China before the war started 
than she Is today. 














War In Europe 

‘The war in Europe contributes 10 
the high price of coal in Shanghai in 
that the "War caused a world-wide 
nerease in shipping rales. Betore 
Soptember 3 the price of Indian coal, 
Janded sn Shanghai, was roughly $64 
ton. At that time’ the time charter 
vale of shipping was nine shillings a 
dead-weight ton but now that rate 
has risen to 22 shillings ane added to 
tho fact that It takes about 50 days to 
make a round trip from Shanghat to 
Caleulta the freight price on one ton 
of coal has inereaced fo the present 
abnormal figure of $145.

Anthracite, or hard coal, is being 
Imported to Shanghai (rom Indo-China 
‘and is selling on the local market for 
$180 a ton, Coal dealers predict that 
the price of hard coal will reach the 
some heights as that of soft coal In a 
Tew months as it ix doubtful whether 
‘oF not Indo-China ean continue to 
‘meet Shanghai demands. 

Thspite of the high cost there has 
keen a terrife demand for soft coal in 
Shanghai, Practically every factory 
in Shanghai is equipped to burn only 
soft coal and as long as industry keeps 
‘booming there will be a demand for 
fuel, Biggest consumer of coal in 
Shanghai Is the Shanghai Power 
Company, whose power plants eat up 
‘lmost 700,000 tons of coal each year. 
By agreement with the KGM.A. the 
power company obtains 300,000" tons 
from that firm at something like $46.9 
ton, but the balance, almost, 400,000 
tong, must ‘be obtained elsewhere at 
Jocai_market prices. ‘The S.P.C. has 
contracted for coal up to June of this 
year, but if the price rises higher after 
‘hut’ period, the rales for bulk power 
supply will necessarily increase also 

‘As far as local merchants are con- 
corned, dealing in coal these days is 
1 risky business, and the dealer has 
to take all of that risk. “A dealer has 
to advance about $800,000 to order a 
shipload of coal from Caleutta. 
Naturally it takes time to place the 
order and charter a ship and by the 
time the coal is on its way to Shang- 
hai, hostilities in China ‘may cease, 
thus eausing a sudden psychological 
drop in the price of the commodity, 
Bid the dealer would have to sellout

‘Things Look Black 

Indeed, things continue to look black 
inthe ¢oal industry, and that's no 
pun either. At least as long as the 
Caleutta market remains opsn 
hhai will be able to get coal, whatever 
the price, but it will be recalled that 
during the Great War there was 9 
government ban on the export of coal 
from India. ‘The price of coal in 
India has not inereased much since 
the war began, but there have been 
no demands upon Indian industry 
similar to those of the Great War, and 
it there should be a call for India to 
expand. her manufacturing’ facilities, 
it might result in the shutting off of, 
India as a source of coal.

Lodgers Escape 


Downtown Fire 


Shanghai, Feb. 17. 
What might have developed into a 
major catastrophe was dealt with in 
quick time by the Fire Brigade yes 
terday morning when fire broke out 
na flimsily contructed building, at 
the intersection of Avenue Edward 
VII and. Szechuen Road, congested 
with Chinese lodgers,’ Dramatic 
scenes of escape were witnessed 
through billowing smoke as firemen 
brought three turn-tables into action 
allowing scores of horrified residents 
to reach safely. It is believed ono 
‘or two of the lodgers jumped short 
distances from the ladders and that 
cat was killed in a long leap. 
The building Involved Is known 35 
the former Chartered Stock and Pro- 
duce Exchange, House 4, Lane 128 
‘Avenue Edward VII, at the west side 
‘of Suechuen Road.’ These promises 
inelude 120 Avenue Edward Vil. It 
ig estimated that about 900 Chinese 
fof the poorer classes were living In 
the building when the fire started, at 
830 am. It is considered almost 
miraculous that there was not a sin- 
fle casualty either among the stam 
Deding tenants or among the frefight- 








Roof Burned Through 


‘The flames are thought 10 have 
started on the first, floor, in a room 
occupied by the makers of ivory and 
Imitation Ivory mah joneg sets. Pos- 
sibly an overheated charcoal stove 
caused a wooden partition to ignite, 
after which the room caught fre. 
‘At any rate, the flames spread rapidly 
to adjoining rooms and to the second 
oor. Later the roof was completely 
burned through. 

‘The Fire Brigade dispatched 9 
number of engines from the Central 
Hongkew and. Sinza Stations to the 
seene, and the ght against the 
flames tasted 3 hours and 15 minutes. 
Capt. H. G, Reed, Chief OMcer. and 
Mr. W. Charters, Deputy. Chief, 
directed the work which brought into 
faction all the important resources of 
the Brigade. It was cstimated that 
the fie raged out of control for the 
first $2 minutes. 

Flames shot from windows and root 
with spectacular vehemence, and 
‘masses of smoke quickly laid ‘a pall 
over the immediate vicinity and 
ampered the work of the Orémen 
fas well traffic In Avenue Edward VIL 
and Szechuen Road. A large detail 
‘of police from Central Station and 
Poste Mallet matntained the fire lines 
and directed the heavy morning traf- 
fie so as to facilitate the work of res- 
ue and fire extinction. “A party of 
British blucjackols from TEM. gun 
boats in the harbour were kept in 
readiness In Avenue Edward. VII 
during the erilieal part of the con

Passages Cluttered Up 

‘The fire had been controlled only 
in the nlek of time anda later in- 
speetion of the interior of the build 
ing clearly showed that, had it not 
heen for the prompt intervention of 
the firemen, the entire  bullding 
might have been gulted. Narrow 
‘passages on the first and second floors 
had been further narrowed by odds 
and ends that had been stored there 
for lack of space in the densely

Child Protection Office 
Has 77 Cases in Month

In his Presidential address, before 
delivering his lecture, Mr. Sowerby 
expressed satisfaction ‘that the Royal 
‘Asiatic Society was able to face the 
future with equanimity. As a result 
of the efforts put forth during the 
past year, he said, the Society's fin- 
tnelal position had been so improved 
that the members need no longer 
entertain any anxiety ax to Its future. 

"This was not only due to the gen- 
crous response with which the mem- 
bers of the Society and the general 
UBIIE had. met the Society's appeal 
for funds, but also to a great extent 
{fo the support which the Society was 
receiving from the International In- 
stitute of China, ‘This was the frst 
meeting under the joint auspices of 
the North China Branch of te Royal 
Asiatic Society. 

‘Maggot or Flea? 

In his lecture Mr. Sowerby stated 
that ever since contact was establish 
fed with China by European traders 
In the sixteenth century. the country 
Ihnd been Tooked upon by naturalists 
from the west as one from which 
always some new zoological curiosity 
might be expected. 

‘This was brought home rather for- 
cibly ‘some years ago, Mr. Zoweroy 
continued, when he took a collection 
of insects’ made on the Clark Expeal- 
lon in Shensi and Kansu to the Na- 
{ural History Museum in London to 
be Identified, One of the curators 
was looking ‘through the collection, 
the lecturer related, when he sudden 
ly pounced on a small pha! contain. 
ing what. was. believed to contai 
maggots of some sort 

"Why these are some kind of Sig- 
ger fleas!” the lecturer exclaimed 
Mr. Sowerby replied they could not 
be ar they had been taken out of 
the nostrils of a roe deer. ‘There- 
tupon'the etrator handed the lecturer 
the phialand the magnifying gl 
‘and Told him to look for himself. 


Something Curious 

Sure enough, Mr. Sowerby told 
his Histeners, at one end of the fat 
maggot like body of cach of the 
strange insects were the head and 
fegs of a flea.

In this connection he pointed out 
that almost every species of mammal 
had its own peciliar species of fleas, 
‘although certain of the commoner 
Species of fleas were to be found on 
more than one species of mammal, 
stich as the common log flea, whicll 
‘was found on the domestic dog, the 
domestic cat and on man, himself 
‘The Importance of fleas could not be

carriers of deadly diseases stich as the

Chinese will no longer be required 
to present passes for entry into the 
Japanese defence sector in the Inter 
Inationel Settlement, while curfew re-

{the Japanese Naval Special Landing

unchanged, 

Bodily searches of Chinese and of 
their Belongings, however, may be 
made whenever necessary, the com- 
muniqué stated. 


Heads of Families Responsible 

Chinese intending to return to 
Hongkew, to establish their domicile 
there, will continue to require permits 
issued by the Reconstruction Section 
‘of the Japanese Special Naval Land- 
Ing Party. The head of the house- 
hold intending to return to the naval 
defence areas will be held responsi- 
‘ble for obtaining such authorization, 

‘The action, the communiqué said, 
was taken in consideration of the 
‘convenience of Chinese and third

Shanghai, Feb. 20 
Grand Duke Viadimir Kirillovitch, 
head of the Romanoff Dynasty and 
Keeper of the Russian Throne, has 
Issued a manifesto in connection 
the Soviet invasion of Finland. “The 
Soviet advance on the peaceful 
Finnish people,” he slates, “is inex~ 
usable, “Its invasion the Sovict 
overnment accompanies by acts of 
arbarism against the civilian po~ 
ulation, and by this heaps upon 
itself the disgust of the whole world. 
‘This international power is inhuman 
even to its own troops, and sends 
‘them forcefully to war, hungry and 
iil-elad, ‘The Russian people do not 
desire a war with Finland, ‘They do 
not desire Finland's capitulation. 
‘The coming Imperial Russia will 
always respect its independence. ‘The 
‘Soviet government, which spells, 
peril to the peoples’ of Europe, sheds 
blood in the name of world revolu~ 
tion, But this innocent blood will 
eventually cause its ruin, The hour 
Of God's Judgment ogainst a Godless 
Tegime has struck. I believe that 
this year Russians scattered over the 
world, Will be able to take part in 
the Iberation of their homeland.

who died in England recently, were 
held at the Holy ‘Trinity Cathedral 
at 5.30 pm. on February 16 with Dean 
ACS, Trivett oMeiating, assisted by 
the Rev. P. C, Matthews, headmaster 
of the Cathedral School for Boys, 
‘and the Rev. E. J. Ottewell. 

Mr. P, W, Massey, Chairman of the 
School "Committee, “supported by 
members of the committee, attended 
the services. ‘Tho teachers of the 
school, a large number of Cathedral 
School girls and a number of Old 
Girls also attended, 

In. eulogy of Miss Fleet, Dean 
‘Trivett said: 

‘We have met this afternoon to 
honour the memory and to thank 
God for the life and example of one 
who has set this foreign community 
{fn general and the British community 
in particular a wonderful example of 
unselfish devotion to duty. 

For eighteen years Miss Flect 
served as'a Member of the Staff and 
Headmistress of the Cathedral Schoo! 
for Girls, and many hundreds—one 
might almost say thousands—of 
British girls came under her influence 
during the most formative years of 
their “lives. Miss Fleet occupied a 
post of unusual opportunity and 
esponsibility, and on one realized 
that fact more fully and deeply than 
she. With her the "school came 
absolutely first.

the weekly meetings more frequently. 

In introducing the speaker, Mr. 
Holland said that he had met Mr. 
George in various parts of China and 
that everyone he had come into con- 
tact with In his country was full of 
praise for the new Consul-General. 
He assured the guest of honour that 
the membership of the association 
was 100 per cent. loyal to the Allied 
cause and that they would co-operate 
to the fullest extent when called 
upon to do so. 

In asking Mr, George to become 
honorary member of the Association, 
@ statement which was received with 
long applause, Mr. Holland said that 
this was rarely done in the case of 
‘men who had not been in the fying 
services but that the committee had 
‘unanimously decided so. 

In reply, the Consul-General 
thanked "heartily for the extra 
ordinary hospitality extended to him 
by the ‘Association, and recalled that 
he had been a frequent visitor as a 
guest and that he would be delighted 
to come oftener now. 

In referring to a provious mecting 
when Sir Herbert Phillips had been 
the guest of honour and when he 
had also been invited though unable 
to attend due to. indisposition, Mr. 
George said that trom what he had 
gathered, Sir Victor Sassoon had 
said many nico things about him 
at the time, He expressed the hope 
that Britons would not be reluctant 
to call on him when they deemed 
it necessary and that they should 
come not only when they were in 
trouble but also when they had good 
things to say because as “Consul 
Genoral he was interested in the 
food things as well. 

In referring to the large number 
of offers received from Britons here, 
to join up, Mr. George sald that the 
National Register had now been com- 
pleted and that members could fect 
sure that they would be called upon 
when required. He was particular- 
ly proud of the fact that 95 per cont, 
of the members of the Association 
hhad offered their services, the re- 
mainder being in positions from 
which they could not be spared. 

In conclusion, “Mr, George’ pald 
homage to the valor of the men fight 
ing in the alr and stressed the close 
co-operation existing between all 
fighting units in the air, on land and 
at, sea, 

Mr. ‘George was much applauded 
‘and before the meeting was adjourn 
ed, the chairman urged all members 
to’ attend one of the “Liliom” per- 
formances at the Lycoum ‘Theatre 
at the beginning of March, these 
performances being given in’ aid of 
the Friends of Finland Fund,

Concluding Remarks 

‘The foregoing report has emphasiz- 
ed the variety of duties which have 
‘eon carried out by the Corps, and 
how the complete success of the in- 
‘ereasingly complicated work | has 
proved the keenness and adaptability 
of all ranks. 

‘There 1s no doubt that these activi- 
tes have contributed in great mea 
sure towards the maintenance of law 
‘and order In the Settlement, Although 
every effort has been made to avoid 
calling upon Volunteers during busi- 
ness hours, the fact remains that con~ 
siderable interference is inevitable. 
Tn particular this applies to the 
‘Omecers, Warrant Ofcers and N.C.0s, 
who normally are men holding re- 
sponsible positions in elvilian life; 
Beeause the greater the efforts to 
carry out duties without mobilizing 
the Corps, the more the detailed work 
which is thrust upon them. 

Consideration for the dimiculties of 
the Volunteer commanders brings up 
the question of recruiting. When a 
unit is well up to strength, the com- 
mander can find volunteers to report 
for duty with comparative ease, but 
the more'a Unit is below strength, 
the more dimeult it becomes to. find 
duties and reliefs, ‘This ts one of the 
‘most important aspects of the whole 
recruiting question.

every effort be made to get every 
able-bodied foreigner in Shanghai to 
join the Corps. In particular I asked 
{for the co-operation of employers. 

It fs gratifying to record that some 
[progress has been made, and that 
some firms have taken dednite steps 
inthe matter. 


General Response Asked 

However, the results so far are not 
ssulcient. ‘The firms which have re- 
‘sponded represent one nationality 
only. "No doubt they have been in- 
fuenced more by the International 
situation than by the needs of the 
‘Seltlement ; nevertheless they have 
done a great service to the Corps. 
‘Their efforts are to be greatly wel- 
comed, but the situation can never be 
satisfactory until all foreign firms 
‘whatsoever thelr nationality, follow 
suit, 

As I pointed out last year, for some 
time there have been few young men 
[coming out to Shanghal. ‘The tend~ 
fency from now on will be for many 
that are here to try to return to 
Europe in order to serve with thelr 
‘National Forees. ‘Therefore it becomes 
more urgent than ever before that 
able-bodied men, whatever their 
seniority, should acquire some mili- 
tary training and keep themselves up- 
to-date in It. 

‘As I stated then, the question of 
“key men” can be’ left safely in the 
hands of the S.V.C, Staff and Ce 
manders. Many of them are "key 
men” themselves, with a full under- 
standing of all the dimculties involved 
‘and how to overcome them. 

It is to be hoped that during 1940 
the Council will secure the full sup 
port of all the employers. concerned 
In solving this urgent problem.

Salt Merchant Shot 


In Concession 


‘Shanghai, Feb, 18. 

‘Mr, Lau To, 54-year old salt and rice 
merchant from Wuhsien, ‘Kiangsu, 
‘was shot and killed by two gunmen 
9, he was walking along Route 
Bourgeat near Route des Socurs at 
about 9.15 am. yesterday. His assall- 
fants managed to escape. 

‘When French Concession police. 
men arrived at the seene, Lu had 
‘Slready expired and a search of his 
pockets revealed a number of name- 
fards by. which his identity was 
fstablished. “Tnvestigations were im- 
Jmediately commenced and it was 
[found that the deceased hod come to 

Shanghai, accompanied by his wife 
‘and three children, in order to pass 
the Chinese New Year holidays here. 
He was believed to be comparatively 
‘well-off, and although no definite 
‘lue has been found as to the motive 
for tho murder, detectives were 
{inelined to believe that he may have 
been shot at the instigation of some 
other salt dealers. 

French police authorities informed 
the widow of what had occurred 
shortly after 10 am. and she was 
unable to give any explanations as 
fo the possible reason for the shoot 
ing. ‘She told detectives, however 
that as far as she knew, her husband 
had never recelved any threatening 
letters, 

French Concession police _elrcles| 
Inst night discounted the rumour 
that Mr, Lu was connected with the 
“Reformed Government” and merely 
slated that he had been a visitor to 
this elty at frequent intervals, 

When the Lu family arrived, in 
Shanghal shortly before the New 
‘Year holidays, they took up residence 
at a Route Vallon address and at the 
time of the shooting Lu was taking 
a morning stroll.

was little. evidence of clandestine 
trade elther on land of by sea, Trade 
however was greatly hampered 
by currency dimculties, trade restric~ 
tions both in Manchurien and oc- 
eupied ports, and other adverse 
developments, more particularly in 
the blockade of the British and 
French Concessions in Tientsin en- 
foreed. by the Japanese authorities

‘Then why, why this lack of sup- 
port? Obviously something is wrong 
Jor perhaps T should say, the incon 
venience and trouble encountered by 
the housewives in conforming with 
the present system of keeping re- 
cords as requested by Biss Hinder, 
not to mention frayed nerves. and| 
irritability met by home-coming hus-| 
bands. For example, my wife did not 
complete her records the very first 
‘month, which ended when she very 
generously offered me the pleasure of

fable, you would sooner give’ up 
keeping these records rather than 
have him walle out on you.

‘Sin-—The question of unprecedented 
rise in the cost of living especially of 
‘such commodities like rice, flour and 
Jcoal is widely commented by the 
entire pross of Shanghai, but while 
profiteering and hoarding might more 
for less go unchecked Tam sure no- 
body will disagree with me that the 
following ease should be not only in- 
vestigated but withal not go unpun- 
ished’ by the French “Municipal 
Authorities. 

‘On Wednesday of this week I tole 
phoned a certain coal. company in 
French town and asked them to let 
‘me have half a ton of coal which 
‘amounted to $80. 1 was informed 
that they could not supply more than 
2 baskets (4 ton) and the price 
would be $0, ‘The coal was sup- 
posed to be delivered the same day. 
‘As on the next day we received no 
foal a second ‘phone call was made 
‘and we were informed that the coal 
was already on the way.

IKQUEST OX DAVID NOY 
Uefore Mr. C. H, Maings, UA, Coroner 
Wordlet of Suicide) 
Shanghai, Feb, 15, 

A verdict that Private David Roy, 
of “A” Company, First Battafion, ‘The 
Seaforth Highlanders, committed sul 
cide by shooting himscit through the 
head with an officer's revolver-in the 
Racecourse billets on February 4, was 
returned by Mr. C. Hf. Haines, H. M. 
Coroner, yesterday. | ‘The Coroner 
stated that there was no evidence 10 
show the state of mind of deceased. 
‘The verdict was as follows: "I find 
that Private David Roy. of "A" Com- 
pany, First Battalion, ‘The Seaforth 
Highianders committed suieide ot 
February 4 at the Racecourse Billets, 
Stanghal, by shooting himself through 
the head with a 38 Enfield revolver. 
‘The cause of death was a gunshot 
wound through the skull and brain, 
‘There is no evidence to, show the 
state of mind of deceased.” 

‘The first witness was Serxeont 
James Harrison of the Seaforth 
Highlanders. He stated that he had 
Just seen Toy alive ot 1230 
February 4 in the Regimental 
Room when he. had returned to 
‘billets after having been on pass. 
Toy, he stated, was quite normal and 
Showed no signs of having been 
arinking excessively. 

‘Withers had known deceased for 
some time and had found him to be 
of rather a reserved nature, He was 
ilso avery quiet fellow. "At 123 
fam, on the sume day, wi 
tinted, he reeeived a report on the 
death of Private Hoy and he wecom- 















































panied 2nd Lieut, Grigg to the lat- 
fer's quarters. ere he saye Private 
Hoy halt lying, hale sitting 0 

chair with his legs oulstretehed ant 


his head hanging down to the right 

over a wash basin fixed to the wall. 
“The right arm was hanging down 

ang the left arm wae resting: yn his 





knee, while there were bloodstains 
in the wash basin and on the floor. 
A. 38 Enfield revolver was lying by 
the soldier's left foot and also pre- 
sent were cleaning rags, a cleaning 
rod and a brush, In a box to the 
front and: o the right of deceased 
was a box containing eleven rounds 
of 38 ammunition. ‘This box was 
lying on a trunk. 

‘On the morning in question, Ser~ 
geant Harrison added that Private 
Roy had stayed too Tate in bed and 
had been warned for ofllee. This 
‘wa only-a minor thing, he said, and 
it happened every day. Tt should 
cause no-worry to anyone. 

‘Second-Licut. C. Michael Grigg 
told the Coroner that Private Roy 
hhad been his servant since Septem- 
er 1939. On January 27 witness 
went out on oulpast duty in “B” 
Sector and Private Roy, carrying out 
his normal routine, drew witness's 
revolver from the stores. Witness 
Telurned fom outpost duty on 
January 3 and he assumed that his 
revolver and ammunition would be 
elurned 10 the stores as part of the 
hotmal routine of Private Toy, and 
in compliance. with company orders. 
Private Roy, he said, had done this 
‘many times ‘before. 

‘On February 3 witness signed a 
certificate to the effect that all arms 
fand ammunition on charge to. the 
company were correct. He noticed 
that. his revolver had not been re~ 
urmed and he reprimanded Private 
Roy the same day at about 1.30 p. 
tolling him to return them at once, 
‘To this Private Roy replied that he 
thought witness would require the 
revolver the next day. 

When he came off outpost duty on 
January 31. Lieut, Grigg. stated, he 
‘unfoaded his revoiver and left it in 
hig equipment. The rounds from the 
weapon he placed in a small card~ 
board box Ia. his equipment, 
was quite certain that he {ook out 
all’ the rounds. Tt was part of 
Private Roy's duty to clean the re~ 

alver when it was out of store, he 
sald. Normally it would be cleaned 
when drawn out and when put back. 
Withers Inst saw Private Roy alive 

‘about 10:30 a.m. on February 4 in 
iis room. Dees 
quite normal. 
fo go to the Mess where he stayed 
until about 148 am. Upon his re= 
turn to his room he noticed the door 
Teading to the cleaning room was: 
ajar, "He again returned to the Mess 
to get some. correspondence and 
‘ame back to his roum again. 

“E then remembered 1 wanted to 
speak to Private Roy and T called 
him by name;" 2nd Lieut.

On 
February 2. he said, he saw a re- 
volver and. equipment lying on a 
box and he thought that “Private 
Roy would take them in that day.

‘The powder marks, he added. i 
Aicafed direct apposition of the wea 
pon to the skin. The path of the 
Dullet through the brain was directly: 
in tine with the point of entry and 
exit. The wound was most likely 
self-inflicted. He had come to the 
conclusion that it could not have been 
‘an aceident.. 

Deteetive-Inspector Thomas Hill, of 
the SMP. stated that he made a 
search fora cartridge case and a 
bullet’ inthe room where Roy was 
found. He found a bullet on the floor 
in front of and to the right of the 
body. A further search revealed the 
fact that the bullet had hit the wall 
‘about eight feet from the ground be- 
hhind and to the left of deceased. 

Before returning his verdict, Mr. 
Maines stated that he had been forced 

the conclusion that the shooting 
1d not been an accident and he was 
strengthened in this opinion by the 
evidence of Dr. Anderson. ‘The re- 
volver, he said, had been wrongfully 
Aetained by deeased when it should 
hhave been returned to the stores.

MOBILIZING MAN-POWER 


By Envest Brows 
(Minister of Labour and National Service) 


Immetiately after the outbreak of war the 
Primo Minister gave a pledge that the 
whole resources of the country would be 
employed, and that our effort would be as 
great as "that of 1914-18, As Minister of 
Labour and National Service I have a special 
responsibility In regard to the use of the 
man-power of the country ; and T want to 
say something of what has been and is being 
done to carry out the Prime Minister's pledge. 
‘The enemy is constantly asserting that Great 
Britain is not waging the war seriously, and 
in his clumsy efforts to drive a wedge be- 





forced labour and sweated conditions has 
utilized her man-power upon war prepara- 
tions. ‘That is certainly one way of reducing 
unemployment in peacetime, but it is no 
solution, for it ends, as it was intended to 
‘end, in war, And the foreed labour system 
will crash as tyrannies of the past have done. 

Let us not, however, minimize our unem- 
ployment problem, but when we are talking 
‘about the flgure of unemployment it is im- 
portant to bear in mind exactly what it 
means. For our own national purposes we 
have evolved a system of counting every 
‘month, by industries and by areas, the num- 
bers of persons registered os unemployed ; 
‘and we can claim that our figures are the 
most exact, the most comprehensive, and the 
‘most honest, in the world. ‘They mean ex- 
actly what they say: there is no attempt to 
hide the truth. . 


In the meantime, when we are considering

of our effort, and they need no reassurance

In 
1914 we started to build a vast army on a 
voluntary basis, and the foundation was the 
small Regular’ Army with the Territorial 
Army as its supplement. By the end of that

are in a better position today, for our pre~ 
arations were put in hand when the danger 
appeared imminent. ‘The ‘Territorial Army 
was doubled: compulsory military training 
was Introduced in April. ‘The result is that 
after several months of war we have reached 
stage far ahead of what we were able to 
accomplish 25 years ago. 

‘An important aspect of the problem of 
man-power concerns the labour force re- 
quired for the production of armaments and 
munitions of war of all kinds. ‘The result of 
our efforts is that we have achieved already 
8 far higher figure of production than in the 
first months of 1914. ‘The Minister of Sup- 














we have, as it were, a reserve of people who 
before long, will be able to take the places

‘war, oF necessary to expand our export trade,

‘We did not enter the war with all our 
resources already heavily engaged, and like 
‘the Nazis with our people suffering from 
the over-strain of excessive hours and bad, 
almost intolerable, conditions. We shall need 
all our man-ond woman-power to achieve 
victory, and we shall not rest until it is fully 
employed in the armed forees, in the produc- 
tion of arms and munitions, and in the main- 
tenance of the lives of our people. ‘Then we 
shall all, whether fighting or working or 
‘keeping the Lome fires burning, help to send 
the new moder tyrants to the doom which 
has throughout history overtaken those who

One cannot imagine 
a Roman oficial wasting words, and 
he would have to be accurate in 
matters of detail. As a narrator of 
the life and words of Christ, might 
fone call St. Matthew the perfect re- 
porter?

of conducting negotiations between 
nations,” and in notes to the defini- 
tion it is referred to as “the business 
or act of conducting international 
intercourse, and skill or address. in 
so doing.” and again “tact and 
shrewdness in the management | of 
affairs.” Events in China during the 
period 1880-1885. are inextricably 
mixed up with Li Hung Chang, the 
Outstanding personality. in Chinese 
political affairs during that time and 
for many years both before 
afterwards. It has been said of him. 
that “as statesman for thirty years 
hhe maintained a recognized pre- 
‘eminence over his countrymen in the 
‘oldest and most populous nation of 
the earth; and as a diplomat his 
‘achievements entitle him to a front 
rank Inthe internotional relations 
of all history.” If this is correct, 
{foreign diplomats were faced with 
‘a none too easy task in dealing with 
tim. 











Wavering Wishes 


It is amazing to find “how tittle 
Interest in Far Eastern affairs was 
‘aken by the Foreign Omice in Ens- 
land in the eighties, and the diplo- 
mats aceredited to China were left 
very much to their own devices as 
to the policy which should be pur- 
sued. It would seem that the general 
feeling amongst Britain's represent- 
atives was that China was a coming. 
country, that she was bound to pro- 
ress, and that she would prove a 
very’ profitable industrial field tor 
foreign traders, and that her cohe- 
sion rather than her partition was the 
goal to be almed al. But all. sorts 
‘of questions presented themselves— 
should we try for an alliance with 
China or not?—did we really want 
to see a strong, armed, modernized 
China or not—would it suit our book 
to educate China’ up on Western 
ideas, and possibly have her compote 
with’ us? Our diplomats in China 
were doubtful. In’ theory "most of 
the above seemed advisable, but as 
soon as things began to take shape 
in that direction we always appeared 
to draw back. In 1927 Austen Cham- 
borlain, then Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, said, “Our only wish 
ls for a strong, united independent, 
orderly and prosperous China.” It is, 
a Hittle doubtful’ if that wish was 
Feally more genuine and determined 
than the wish of the diplomats in 
1890-1888, 





Contradictory Instructions 

When Sir Thomas Wade in 1880 
‘asked what he was to do in face of 
palpable Chinese desire for an 
alliance, the Foreign Oflice ignored 
his query. ‘This was significant. An 
alliance with China would have in- 
volved risks, She would certainly 
want a territorial guarantee, and this 
might have provoked a "coalition 
‘against us. ‘Typical of the British 
Foreign OMmec's drifting habit of 
‘mind at that time, were the instrue- 
tions given to Sir Harry Parkes 
when he went to Peking. He — was 
told to “cultivate the friendliest rela- 
tions with China and with everyone: 





lsc, and to foster our interests 
sedulously!" There was a definite 
contradiction in these instructions. 








It was one thing to create the friend 
tiost relations with China and every- 
fone else, but to foster Great Britain's 
interests sedulously would have in- 
volved pressing China in ‘another: 
sense. Pressure in favour of British 
interests might definitely have been 
regarded by China as pressure against 
Chinese interests, 








‘The “Gunboat Poticy” 

There were strong commercial 
vested interests in China, and their 
policy can be crudely summed ‘up 
in the dictum that the old "gunboat 
policy” was the best. ‘They held the 
view that the Chinese could only be 
impressed by a display of power, 
and so long as we dealt with them 
drastically, at intervals, they accord- 
ed" us their respect. “It the 
merchants in the various n 
China who had most weight with the 
Foreign Office, even if the Foreign 
Office to some’ extent deprecated the 
Fobust policy which they advocated. 
‘The diplomats in China desired to 
encourage and support the British 
merchant, but in their view the “gun~ 
boat policy” was likely at once both 
to weaken and alienate a potential 
ally. Whilst wishing to trade with 
China, we were afraid of supporting 
her too far, and. that is the reason 
why our policy of support to China 
was so imperfectly carried out during 
the years immediately preceding the 
Sino-Japanese War. 


Hasty but Reso 

In 1880 Great Britain had-in China 
15 Consuls and three Vice-Consuls, 
together with assistants and student 
interpreters, and as Mr. Kiernan 
says in his books, “So far as respect 
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ability went there was a good level 
whereas the American ‘Consulates 
(according to His Malesty's Consul 
Giles) were homes of unblushing. 
corruption.” ‘The chief posts in the 
Legation wore filled by Minister, Sir 
‘Thomas Wade, Secretary of the Lega- 
tion, Grosvenor, Chinese Secretary, 
E. 6. Baber, and Assistant Chinese 
Secretary, W. C, Hillier. All these 
hhad considerable’ local experience, 

Diplomats in China held varying 
views on the best polley to pursue. 
For example, Grosvenor” was for a 
much stronger and more aggressive 
dealing with the Chinese ‘than was 
Wade, and on Wade's recall in 1882 
the appointment of Grosvenor as his 
successor was not well received by 
the Tsungli Yamen (Chinese Foreign 
OMe). Sir Harry Parkes, in spite 
of his unpleasant experience, was 
all for keeping on good terms with 
the Chinese when he went to Pe- 
king. He was a man of hasty as 
well 5 resolute temper, and his one 
idea was to advance British interests 
‘and to secure the prosperity and 
happiness of his fellow countrymen 
n-China, His work in China’ was 
great, and part of his reward must 
be the fine statue "erected on the 
Shanghai waterfront, 

At the time we are dealing with 
England was easily ahead of all her 
tivals in the China trade, and thus 
iad more reason” for ‘supporting 
cohesion than partition.

If on the other hand the 
merchants and thelr vested interests 
were not strongly supported, they. 
“raised Cain." Very much the same 
might be said today. In China the 
diplomat’s Tot both then ond now 
may. be sald {0 resemble a police- 
man's, namely that it “is not a happy 
fne.”""
